Mr. J. Randall Brown and his wife, who 
ave gained considerable notoriety among 
redulons people throughout the country 
s spirit mediums, filled their engagement 
t the opera house on Sunday evening, 
•md had an audience that filial every seat 
n the lower floor. 'The gallery was nn- 
jecupied, no one being admitted to that 
jart of the house. The admission fee was 
25 cents, and many who expected to get in 
or a dime, returned to their homes or 
went to church, as all should have done 
n the beginning. There was a full rep- 
resentation of Decatur skeptics in the 
hall, and they went forward and got front 
seats. 


The exercises began soon after S o'clock, 


by a preliminary talk by Mr. Brown, win 
spoke of his reputation as a mind-reader 
of the 13 years he had been before tht 
public, and of the strange power whicl 
he was able to exercise. He stated befon 
the conclusion of his talk that he was no 
there to delude or play tricks upon tin 
audience, but to give them a pleasing 
entertainment in return for the money hi 
hearers had paid at the door. Mr. Brow 
ih H man of fine appearance, intelligeu 
and perfectly self-possessed. He wears 
mustache and long light hair. 


The audience selected Messrs. Jame 


C. Lake, Doctor Small, J. N. Bil 
and 
1. A. Buckingham 
to go upon 


the stage and serve as a 
committee 


to watch and report on whatever might 
transpire on the stage. The first exer- 
cise on the programme was the mind- 
reading test, and the committee selected 
Mr. John ITlrich as the subject. Mr. 
lirou-n and Mr. Ullrich stood upon the 
stage and the latter picked out a prison 
in the audience upon whom he fixed his 
thoughts, this being the main condition 
of the test. Then Mr. Brown tied a 
handkerchief tight!} -.ver his eyes, and 
after a few [lipping motions with his 
right hand, he took Mr. Ullrich 1>.\ his 
left hand and started down into the audi- 
ence to pick out the person whom the 
subject had fixed in his mmd. The pro- 
ceeding was watched with the closest in- 
terest, as (lie two men went up one aisle 
and down another.

was wrong, and Mr. Ullrich told him so 
pliiinh. Then the walking up and down 
the aisles was resumed, until the couple 


[ .-topped in front ol F. L. Wood, and he 


proved to be the right man. The audi- 
ence applauded this proof of Brown's 
power. The committee selected A. (!. 
Harris as the subject for what was termed 
the route test. The subject and the com- 
mittee in private made out a trip on pa- 
per for Brown to take through the hall. 
The paper was folded up and hidden and 
then Brown was blind-folded. Mr. Har- 
ris was to fix his mind upon the route to 
be traveled over, and after a few prelimi- 
naries the journey was begun. 
Part of it 


was carried out correctly but the mind 
reader failed, when the audience laughed 
immoderate!}. Mr. Brown wanted an- 
other subject with whom to try the route 
test again, but the committee insisted on 
having Mr. Harris, and after another 
route had been selected, the two started 
and walked up and down the aisles again 
but the "medium" failed again, and then 
there was more laughter. 
Mr. Brown 


contented himself b\ saying that Mr. 
Harris was not a good subject and he 
begged the committee to select another 
person. Mr. V. II. Parke was called upon 
to come forward. The route fixed upon 
was to start and go three times across the 
hall in front of the stage. Brown blind- 
folded himself again and taking Mr. 
I'arke's left hand, the two startal, In- 
stead of making three trips across the 
hall, they went four times, but Mr. Parkc 
said the mistake was probably his fault, 
an he had become, confused in his mind 


SIB to the number of trips the} had made, 
and then Ihe audience applauded Brown, 
who looked triumphant. 


Then came what Mr. Brown called the 


photograph test, which was certainly a 
marvellous feat. The committee selected | 
Mr. L. L. Fcrriss as (lie subject. 
After! 


stating the conditions which were concen- 
tration of thought b\ the subject on the 
object and perfect stillness in the audi- 
ence, Mr. Brown announced that after 
blindfolding himself and going through 
the audience with the subject whom lip 
would hold b} the hand he would return 
to the stage, first describe the person ac- 
cunitclv whom Mr. Ferriss hail in his 
mind, then remove the handkerchief from 
his eyes, and go alone and put his hand 
iilion the person the subject had selected. 
Mr. Brown kept his word and put hishand 
upon Mr. Joseph Mills, whom Mr. Fcrriss 
admitted was the person he had in his 
mind. There was no (law in this wonder- 
ful test, and ver} naturnlK there was a 
hum of conversation among the people as 
to how the feat was accomplished.

Here tl.c mind reading tests ceased,and 


the alleged spiritualistic manifestations 
commenced.

There 
was a general strAimming of the instru- 
ments and part of a guitar appeared for a 
moment above the cabinet which was un- 
covered. Then-there was a stamping of 
feet, the discordant sounds ceased, and 
the woman drew back the curtains, ex- 
posing the two men in the same position 
but over Mr. Sollars' head was a small 
grip sack. Mr. Sollars got out of the 
cabinet in double quick time and as he 
walked off the stage he pronounced the 
test abase fraud,amidstgeuer.il laughter. 
After the curtains were closed Brown 
bore down heavily on Mr. Sollars' arm 
with his two hiuids, and quiekl} put 
his head in place of one of them while he 
used the disengaged hand to agitate the 
instruments.
